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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the application 09/872,955 filed 06/01/2001 
and amendment filed 10/01/2003. 

2. Claims 1-11 remain pending in the application. Claims 9-11 have been added 
to the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 

that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leigh 
et al. (US Patent 5,986,893). 

As to claims 9-1 1 Leigh et al. teaches identifying a high speed signal wiring 
within the configuration of power, ground and signal traces in the environment of the 
high speed signals (col. 2, 11.58-61); determining an actual minimum distance from either 
an edge of the ground plane layer or the power supply plane layer to the high speed 
wiring by calculating the space (s) (distance) between the high speed signal wiring layer 
(signal trace) and either the edge of the power supply plane or the ground plane 
(power/ground trace) as shown on the Fig. 2b and creating the Table 1 (col. 1, II. 54-57; 
col. 4, 11.5-11); computing a minimum acceptable distance and thereafter identifying any 
inappropriate wiring segments based on a comparison between the minimum 
acceptable and the actual minimum within creating the table 1 with calculation of the 
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value (s) space between wiring layer and power or ground plane as shown on the Fig. 
2b, wherein the data in the Table 1 gives an opportunity to change the distance (space) 
between signal trace (wiring layer) and power or ground plane in accordance with the 
predetermined distance (actual minimum distance) (col. 1, II. 54-57; col. 4, II.48-50). 



5. Claims 1-8 are allowed over prior art of record. The prior art of record does 
not teach identifying a wiring segment that is nearest to the board edge from a group of 
segments; identifying a plane edge that is nearest, in a perpendicular direction, to a 
wiring between the driver and the receiver of the segment; determining a perpendicular 
distance between the wiring segment extending from the driver to the receiver and the 
plane edge.
